SANDING 13 BLAMED 
BY FORMER LEADER 
IN NICARAGUAN WAR 


Moncado,Who Was Rebel 
Chief, Calls Beaten 
Army Assassins. 


MARINES TO ROUND UP 
REMNANT OF FORCES 


Expedition Being Organized 
to Scour the Country for 
Gen. Sandino. 


Managua, July 19 (A.P.).—Gen. Mon- 
cado, former commander of the Liberal 
forces of Nicaragua in the recent revo- 
lution, declared in a statement issued 
today that Gen. Sandino, who headed 
the attack upon the marines at Ocotal, 
“must be held entirely responsible” 
for the death of the 300 members of 
his forces who were killed. 

Refusing to lay down his arms and 
“return: to peaceful pursuits,” said 
Moncado’s statement, Sandino “pre- 
ferred to gather together a band of 
bandits and assassins, creating dis- 
order in the republic. The Ocotal bat- 
tle never would have occurred had not 
Sandino attacked the _ garrisons at 
Ocotal. 

“T am entirely satisfied with the 
present peaceful conditions, and I am 
hoping that they will continue. The 
country is gradually becoming better, 
as there are fewer assassinations and 
depredations.” 

Gen. Sandino was one of Moncada’s 
generals in the struggle between the 
Nicaraguan Liberals and Conservatives. 

Hatfield and Men Safe. 
(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Managua, Nicaragua, July 19.—Capt. 
Gilbert D Hatfield and the small 
group of United States marines and 
Nicaraguan national guardsmen with 
him were reported safe this afternoon 
by Maj. Ross E. Rowell and his avia- 
tion squadron upon retufning from 
Ocotal. A report yesterday evening 
that Gen. Sandino again was attack- 
ing proved erroneous. 

The aviators found that the disturb- 
ance in Ocotal had come when a small 
band of local sympathizers, filled with 
liquor, went on the rampage and at- 
tempted to shoot up the town. They 
were quickly suppressed by Capt. Hat- 
field and confined in the local bastile, 
where they are meditating their sins of 
commission. 

Maj. Rowell and a squadron of Ma- 
rine planes hopped off at dawn this 
morning and landed at Ocotal. After 
intervieving Capt. Hatfield they took 
to the air again and reconnoitered the 
country to the north and east to the 
Honduras border in hopes of locating 
Gen. Sandino and his band. 

After several hours of futile search 
the planes landed at Estelli, where they 
left fuel and a mechanic to assist Gun- 
nery Sergeant Albert S. Munsch in re- 
pairing the perforated gas tank which 
forced him down in yesterday’s engage- 
ment. 


Will Clear Country. 


Meanwhile, Brig. Gen. Logan Feland 
is concentrating his forces for a relent- 
less campaign to rid Nicaragua of Gen. 
Sandino and his marauding band, 
which hourly still is expected to attack 
at Ocotal or some other point. 

Capt. Victor S. Bleasdale, with 75 
Marines and light pack trains, is ex- 
pected to reach Ocotal tonight. Lieut. 
Thomas C. McQuade, with 24 Marines, 
is arriving some time Wednesday. 

Maj. Oliver Floyd, who will command 
the expedition against Gen. Sandino, 
with Lieut. George J. O’Shea and 50 
men, have left Estelli, convoying a 
heavy train which probably will reach 
Ocotal on Thursday. Having reinforced 
Capt. Hatfield’s garrison, the force will 
move northeast toward the Honduras 
border. 

At the same time from Matagalpa, 
Capt. Edgar 8. Tuttle with 85 men will 
move north. Unless plans miscarry, 
the expeditionary force will surround 
Gen. Sandino within a week, when, 
with the assistance of the air force, 
the task of destroying him and his 
band will be undertaken. 

It is expected that Gen. Sandino will 
attempt to escape to Honduras. Rella- 
ble reports indicate 500 Honduran sol- 
diers are guarding the border to pre- 
vent it, and to hold him at bay until 
he surrenders to the Marines ‘or is 
killed. , 


Loss Put at 460. 


Meager reports drifting in from San 
Fernando say Marine Gunner Michael 
Wodarzcyk materially increased San- 
dino’s casualty list yesterday, when he 
bombed and strafed the band that shot 
down Munsch’s plane. 

It is now reported that Gen. Sandino 
has lost 400 men killed and 100 wound- 
ed since Saturday’s attack. The Amer- 
icans lost one man. The one Marine 
and one Guardsman wounded are re- 
covering.

Go to Talk With Baldwin 


Recall to London, Says Gibson, in No Way Means Ceol- 
lapse of Parley—Deadlock Over Cruisers and 
Size of Guns Contiewies. 


Geneva, July 19 (A.P.)—Out of a 
mass of early conjectures as to the 
cause of the return to London of.W. C. 
Bridgeman and Lord Cecil, the chief 
British delegates to the naval confer- 
ence, emerges the latest undertanding 
that they have merely been invited by 
Premier Baldwin to go to London in 
order to permit final discussion of the 
conference situation before the pring 
minister embarks for Canada. 

Among responsible delegates here 
there was not the slightest suggestion 
of the collapse of the conference. It 
is pointed out that the conversations 
in the last few days have been of the 
most friendly nature and that all the 
delegates continue hopeful that the 
negotiations will be successful in 
formulating a treaty. 

Hugh 8S. Gibson, chief of the Ameri- 
can delegation, informed the corre- 
spondents tonight that the return of 
the British delegates can probably be 
explained by the desire of Premier 
Baldwin to review the situation. Mr. 
Gibson requested that their departure 
be interpreted in no sense as an ad- 


journment of the conference, but only 
w suspension of the work of the chief 
delegates. 

The sudden recall to London of the 
British delegates to the tripartite naval 
conference set in motion a bewildering 
number of conjectures. W. C. Bridge- 
man, first lord of the admiralty, and 
Lord Cecil, apparently had no inten- 
tions of going to. London before the 
summons came. 

Lord Cecil, entraining for London at 
9:40 tonight, contented himself by tell- 
ing the newspaper men that he was “go- 
ing back in obedience to a summons 
from his majesty’s government.” He 
explained that in view of Premier 
Baldwin's departure with the Prince of 
Wales for Canada in a few days the 
cabinet wanted to go over the whole 
situation. 

Hugh 8S. Gibson, head of the Ameri- 
can delegation, after bidding farewell 
to Mr. Bridgeman, who will leave early 
in the morning for London, went into 
conference with the American techni- 
clans.

Directs Rescue Work. 


ONE OVERCOME BY HEAT 


Rapid City, 8. Dak., July 19 (A.P.).— 
President Coolidge today futilely tried 
to lend assistance following an auto- 
mobile accident in which two women 
were killed when their automobile 
plunged over a steep cliff within a mile 
of the State game lodge, where the 
President and Mrs. Coolidge are spend- 
ing the summer. 

The dead are Mrs. M..G. Hagen, of 
Fargo, N. Dak., and Mrs. M. Banner- 
man, of Minneapolis, her mother. 

President Coolidge passed by the ac- 
cident scene shortly after the car went 
over the steep hillside and he directed 
that members of his party assist in the 
rescue work. 

Mrs. Hagen is the wife of M. G. Ha- 
gen, who, with his two young sons, 
Robert and Russell, was following his 
wife in another car. The father and 
sons looked helplessly on as they saw 
the car in which Mrs. Hagen and her 
mother were riding stall on the hill 
road, hesitate for a moment and then 
back over a 300-foot drop. 

Mrs. Hagen was killed instantly and 
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Clyde Liner Damaged; 
Hits Sunken Wreck 


Halifax, Nova Scotia, July 19 (AP.). 
The new Clyde Line steamer Iroquois, 
with 370 tourists aboard, struck a sub- 
merged wreck today near Argos Shoal, 
Chedabucto Bay, about 100 miles east 
of here, breaking one of the propellers. 

The ship, bound from Quebec to 
Halifax and New York, put into Port 
Hawkesbury, where an inspection dis- 
closed the broken propeller and a dam- 
aged shaft. Later she proceeded under 
her own steam for Halifax, where re- 
pairs will be made. 


Would Test Power 
To Free Philippines 


Manila, July 20 (A.P.).—Seeking a 
test of the power of the United States 
Congress to grant independence to the 
Philippines, the American Chamber of 
Commerce, here today, adopted a reso- 
lution requesting Congress to propose 
a constitutional amendment which 
would grant Philippine independence. 

It is the belief of the chamber, which 


opposes the independence movement, | 
rthat Congress does not have power to 


grant it. The purpose of the -resolu- 
tion is to clear up the qugstion and 
sound out sentiment in the States. 
The resolution was cabled to Hono- 
lulu for consideration by the Institute 
of Pacific Relations, in session there. 


India Police Kill 8 
“Tn Fight With Mob 


Simla, Punjab, British India, July 19 
(A.P.).—-Eight persons were killed and 
24 injured at Kothala, a village in Ma- 
ler Kotla, one of the Punjab states, dur- 
ing @ mob attack today on a body of 
police and soldiers se@king to make 
certain arrests. 

Reports from the village say that 


some of the mob fired on the force, 
inflicting wounds, and that the police 
then fired blank cartridges. When this 
failed to disperse the crowd the ball 
ammunition was used by the police. 


RUBBER TREES OUTPUT 
INCREASED FOURFOLD 


Scientists Apply Burbank’s 
Method by Grafting 
‘in East Indies. 


SAY PRICE MUST DROP 


New York, July 19.—While Thomas 
A. Edison continued today in his efforts 
to give the rubber trade a new “miracle” 
to round out his long career of inven- 
tion, it was learned that new discoveries 
have been made in the Dutch East 
Indies which may render the researches 
of the scientist comercially useless. 

Following the principles laid down 
by Luther Burbank, scientists working 
quietly on rubber plantations have 
developed a system of bud grafting 
through which the yleld of a rubber 


tree can be increased fourfold. Through 


application of the new scheme, accord- 
ing to Frank R. Henderson, president 
of the New York Rubber Exchange, it 
will be possible to reduce the cost of 
crude rubber delivered in New York 
from the present 25 cents a pound to 
less than 10 cents. 

Spreading of the new bud-grafting 
process throughout the rubber belt 
probably will mean the reduction of the 
costs of tires, surgical supplies and 
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1 KILLED, 2 WOUNDED

Soldier Shot Laborers and 
Woman Without Provo- 


cation, Is Report. 

Port au Prince, Haiti, July 19 (A-P.). 
A marine serving as a military police- 
man shot and killed a Haitian laborer, 
mortally wounded another laborer and 
slightly wounded a woman today. Ac- 
counts are conflicting as to the cause 
of the shooting, and the marine will be 
taken before the court tomorrow for 
examination.

Charge d’Affaires Christian Gross, at 
Port au Prince, Haiti, reported to the 
State Department last night that Ma- 
rine Private J. M. Branski, while on 
sentry duty at the legation early yes- 
terday, left his post, wandered about 
the city and, “apparently without 
provocation,” shot three working peo- 
ple, killing one, serysously wounding an- 
other and slightly wounding the third. 

Branski then returned to the lega- 
tion, the report said, and continued 
firing at random from a balcony, sev- 
eral shots coming close to a gendarme- 
rile officer who was approaching to ar- 
rest him. The marine is to go on trial 
within a few days, Gross said.

Douthitt, Crusaders’ Official, 
Never Was Prohibition Agent 
Here, Says Ford. 


In the wake of admissions of guilt 
to charges of perjury in Police Court 
yesterday by Jesse J. Hall, 22 years 
old, and Charles D. Davis, 28, police in- 
formers, an order from the District 
Attorney’s office released from jail two 
persons who had been held on their in- 
formation. 

Raymond Neudecker, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney, in charge of prosecution 
of prohibition cases, estimated that 
25 to 30 cases in which the informers 
were chief witnesses are pending in 
court. He said that these cases would 
be nolle prossed as fast as possible. 

Hall and Davis appeared before Judge 
Robert Mattingly and entered pleas of 
guilty to the charges. They were re- 
manded to jail in default of $5,000 bond 
each. Conviction of the charge gatries 
a maximum fine of $2,000 or a peniten- 
tiary sentence of five years. 

An hour after the two were lodged 
in cells at the jail, Belle Smith and 
John Q. Brown, both of 155 Eleventh 
street northeast, whose home was 
raided twice in the past two months on 
information and “buys” procured by 
the informers, were freed. 

Davis’ career as an informer was con- 
fined alone to the police liquor squad- 
ron commanded by Sergt. George Little, 
Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, chief of police, de- 
clared. Hall, the police said, was a 
protege of Davis and was virtually a 
novice in the work. 


Hired in March. 


On recommerfdatian of Harry Douth- 
itt, field secretary of the Citizens Serv- 
ice Association, Davis entered the em- 
ploy of the Police Department last 
March, police say. Douthitf.at the 
time, police say, explained that he had 
worked with the man and found him 
a “good undercover man.” Later Hall 
was employed on recommendation of 
Davis. 

Neither Davis nor Hall were em- 
ployed in the local prohibitiof enforce- 
ment department, Robert Ford, chief 
of prohibition agents, declared yester- 
day. Mr. Ford also declared the field 
secretary of the citizens association 
never was a local prohibition agent, as 
the association has contended. 

Douthitt, the prohibition official de- 
clared, was employed on a short-term 
contract by the local office as an in- 
former, and -at the expiration of his

story frame building at the Quarantine 
Station on Staten Island used for stor-

Windows in buildings covering a 
wide radius on. the island were blown 
out, but no one was injured. The cause 
of the explosion is believed to have been 
due to spontaneous combustion.

Policeman Is Cleared

Maximino Riveros, whose death has 
been made the subject of an investi- 
gation by the Mexican Embassy at 
Washington, was shot to death here 
Saturday last by Wade Spear, local po- 
lice. officer. 

Spear testified yesterday in justice 
court here that he and another officer 
attempted to arrest Riveros on a charge 
of theft. Riverods resisted, Spear said, 
and the shooting followed. Spear was 
exonerated. 

Mexico City, July 19 (A.P.).—The 
foreign office announced today that the 
Mexican Embassy at Washington had 
been instructed to file a strong protest 
with the American State Department 
over the killing of Maximino Riveros, a 
Mexican, in Oklahoma.

Found in Palestine 


Jerusalem, July 19 (A.P.).—Large 
wine jars were found when Prof. Wil- 
liam F. Bade, of the Mizpah expedi- 
tion of the Pacific School of Religion, 
unearthed an immense grotto at Tell- 
en-Nashe. They were empty. 

Prof. Bade located the entrance to 
the grotto at the foot of a cliff under 
debris accumulated for thousands of 
years, 

Partial excavation revealed the large 
wine jars of the seventh century before. 
Christ. Among other finds were 
stamped jar handles, one of which bears 


the inscription, “Mizpah,” an ostrakon, 
or fragment of limestone pottery, and a 
statuette of the Egyptian god, Bes.

AT NICE CONSULATE 
AFTER BOMB BLAST 


Windows of American 
Offices Broken, but 
No One Is Hurt. 


SACCO AND VANZETTI 
PROTEST SUSPECTED 


Convicted Radicals Show No 
lil Effects of Their 
Hunger Strike. 


Nice, France, July 19 (A.P.).—Rigid 
police control has driven the crowds 
away from the American Consulate 
where all traces of this morning’s 
bomb outrage have now disappeared. 

The identity of the person who ex- 
ploded the bomb in front of the con- 
sulate is still unknown but the police 
are sanguine that he will be behind 
bars before many hours. The local po- 
lice aver that this is another commun- 
ist outrage. 

A big round up of radicals along the 
Riviera within the next few days is 
said to have been planned by the po- 
lice. 

No one was injured when the bomb 
exploded this morning but Col. James 
T. Bootes, United States Marines, re- 
tired, marrowly escaped injury from 
flying glass. 

Consular officials today expressed the 
belief that the bombing was the work 
of someone who wished to make a 
demonstration in behalf of Nicolo 
Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti with- 
out actually causing bloodshed. 

Nearly every window was broken in 
the Consulate. 

Consul J. Lee Murphy revealed this 
afternoon that the Consulate has re- 
ceived many threatening letters recent- 
ly concerning the Sacco-Vanzetti case 
and had asked police protection. Lately 
Officials have been disturbed nearly 
every night by the frequent ringing of 
their doorbells although no one was vis- 
ible when the bell was answered, 

French Officials called early upon the 
consulate to express regret for the in- 
cident and promised every effort, to ar- 
rest those responsible. The consutete 
was heavily guarded today.

Roller Coaster to Launch 
Airplanes Is Invented Here 


C. Francis Jenkins Says Device Gives Fliers Take-off 
> jn One Second From 100-Foot Runway. 
Would Mean Smaller Airports. 


A device which will launch an alir- 
plane in one second from 100 feet of 
runway, and which will eliminate the 
necessity of extensive airports has been 
perfected by C. Francis Jenkins, widely 
known Washington inventor, he an- 
nounced last night. 

The device, which works on the prin- 
cipal of a roller coaster, teams up with 
the reversible propeller attachment re- 
cently invented by Mr. Jenkins, and, ac- 
cording to him, marks an advancement 
in the processes of launching and land- 
ing planes which is comparable to the 
steps taken by recent transoceanic 
flights in proving the dependability of 
planes in the alr. 

Describing his invention, Mr. Jenkins 
said: “The plane is hauled by motor 
and cable to the top of a runway, 32 
feet at its high end from the landing 
field surface. The wheels are under 
guard rails and at the beginning of 


the sharp descent the tailskid is also 
in a guard-rail channel, but elevated 
in relation to the wheels. The raised 
tail-skid throws the plane, when the 
jchocks are removed and the engine 


started, into a natural nose dive. The 
force of the motor, plus the pull of 
gravity, gives the plane, at the end of 
the first second of drop, approximately 
twice the lifting speed necessary for 
the average ship. As the plane reaches 
the lower part of the runway the tail- 
skid channel is depressed below the 
level.of the wheels, the guard-rails end, 
and the take-off is automatic.” 

The launching runway, Mr. Jenkins 
explained, can be built for less than 
$10,000, and it means that it is now 
possible to provide points of departure 
for airplane passengers, ‘mail and ex- 
press near the centers of large cities, 
instead of requiring trips of several 
miles to distant airports before the be- 
ginning of the actual air trip. 


Another disadvantage which Mr. 
Jenkins declares his device overcomes is 
that of the tremendous cost of provid-. 
ing space adapted for airports. The| 
launching runway, he points out, can 
be constructed in a space occupying 
but a fraction of the area required for 
the modern airport.

Capt. Courtney planned to make @ 
final test flight early tomorrow morn- 
ing. He will then refuel and start not 
later than 7 o'clock from Southampton 
waters for Valentia, Ireland. At Va- 
lentia Harbor the crew of the Whale 
will snatch some lunch, refuel the plane 
and take the air for Newfoundland 
about 3 o’clock in the afternoon, 

There was feverish last-minute a¢- 
tivity at Calshot camp, where the Whale 
was being got ready. The machine was 
fairly covered with mechanics and ex- 
perts who were making a microscopic 
inspection to see that she was in per- 
fect fighting trim for the battle against 
the Atlantic elements. 


Weather Outlook Good. 


Capt. Courtney made the decision to 
start tomorrow after studying weather 
conditions all day. This evening he 
received from the: British air ministry 
a bulletin indicating that by tomorrow 
the weather at Valentia would be good, 
At the same time a cable was received 
from New York saying that conditions 
there and off Newfoundland were all 
that could be expected. 

A hitch in the radio during the final 
test tomorrow morning is said to be 
the only thing likely to delay the flight.

GOLD MEALS ON TUESDAY 
FOR FATHER IN WICHIT 


First Gasless Day Success, 
Say Women, So They Are 
to Keep Up Protest. 


COMPANY DENIES EFFECT 


Wichita, Kans., July 19 (AP).— 
Father went home to a cold dinner in 
Wichita tonight as thousands of house 
wives observed the city’s first “gas- 
less Tuesday” in protest against a 
schedule of higher gas rates ordered this 
month by the Wichita Gas Co. 

And father learned as he good-natur- 
edly protested the absence of his cup 
of hot coffee that iced drinks, salads 
and other cold dishes would be the 
family menu on each Tuesday for some 
weeks to come. 

Several days ago after long litiga- 


tion in the courts the gas company 
ordered a new schedule of rates which, 
according to the company’s officials, 
Will mean that the average consumer 
will pay about 22 per cent higher gas 
bill each month. The old rate was 58 
cents for each thousand cubic feet, 
plus a 75 cent service charge monthly. 
The new rate for the average consume 
of from 7,000 to 8,000- cubic feet 

month is 
thousand. 

Taking matters in their own hands, 
the city’s housewives, at the instiga- 
tion of the Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, decreed a “‘gasless Tuesday” and 
tonight Mrs. John Maltbie, president, 
declared that “thousands” of homes 
were without gas today. 

“It wasn’t so bad, either,” Mrs. Malt- 
bie said. “Of course, some of the men 
didn’t like it but »they wouldn't say 
anything. Most of them like to please 
their wives. 

“And we are going to have more 
‘gasless Tuesdays’ until 
fight for lower rates,” * Mrs. 
concluded. 

W. R. Phipps, manager of the Wich!- 
ta Gas Co., asserted on the other hand 
that there had been no noticeable de- 
crease in the amount of gas used today. 

A mass meeting of citizens at which 
public protest will be voiced against the 
new rates is scheduled to be held Fri- 
day. The rate controversy is atill pend- 
ing in the local district court and the 
Kansas Supreme Court.

| for home buying or building purposes, 
the building and loan associations are 
giving a practical demonstration of 
their distinct benefit to the communi- 
ties in which they are doing business, 
besides perceptibly raising the charac- 
ter of the citizenship,” said the reporv. 

“The 12,626 building and loan asso- 
cilations of the United States have a 
membership of 10,665,705 and assets ag- 
gregating $6,334,103,807. This is a net 
increase in membership for the. year 
of 778,708, or nearly 8 per cent. Dur- 
ing the last year the associations loaned 
$1,945,000,000 on mortgage security, 
which provided the means for the pur- 
chase or building of more than 550,000 
homes. The total investment of the 
building and loan associations in mort- 
gage loans in the United States now is 
nearly $6,000,000,000.”’ 

Referring to the financial side of the 
association, Mr. Cellarius said there 
were but twelve building and loan as- 
sociation failures in 1926. “The loss 
from failure of building and loan as- 
sociations in 1926 amounted to $380,- 
725. Seven were due to defalcations, 
three were due to bad loans, one was a 
promoted company mismanaged, and 
there was one small association placed 
in liquidation because its assets had 
depreciated and its earning capacity 
was impaired.”

STANDARD OIL DENIES 
DEALING WITH SOVIET 


New Jersey Company Says It 
Will Have Nothing to Do 
With Red Government. 


New York, July 19 (A.P.)—The New 
York Times says the Standard Oil Co. 
of New Jersey will have no business 
relations with the Soviet government 
of Russia so long as that government 
declines to recognize “private property 
rights.” 

The oil company made clear its posi- 
tion today, the Times says, in a state- 
ment denying reports that it had been 
negotiating for the purchase of Russian 
oll products. 

“The impression has been created, 
both in Europe and in this country, 
that the Standard Oil Co. of New Jer- 
sey in the face of the present over- 
production in the United States, is 
buying Russian oil to displace products 
of American origin in the European 
markets supplied in part by its.foreign 
subsidiaries,” the statement reads. “The 
impression that the Standard Oil Co. 
of New Jersey has any trade relation- 
ship with the Soviet government is in- 
correct. 

“Some confusion may have resulted 
from the fact that there are now vari- 
Ous sepamate and independent com- 
panies which either bear the Standard 
Oil name or are popularly character- 
ized in that manner, and it therefore 
seems advisable that the position of 
the Standard Oil Co, of New Jersey in 
this Russian matter be defined.”

AIR MAIL TO GUBA HELD 
FIROT LINK TN PANAMA HOP 


Contractor Promises Central 
and South American Pas- 
senger Service. 


(Associated Press.) 

The Key West-Havana air mail route, 
for which Postmaster General New has 
just awarded a contract to the Pan- 
American Airways, Inc., of New York, 
is the first step of a 1,555-mile Central 
and South American air service for 
mail and passengers, John K. Mont- 


gomery, vice president of the corpora- 
tion, said yesterday after a conference 
with air mail officials. 

The proposed service would link up 
the United States, Cuba, British Hon- 
duras, Guatemala, Honduras, Nicaragua, 
Costa Rica, Panama and the Canal 
Zone and make connections with 
steamship services to the west and 
north coasts of South America, saving 
passengers and mails considerable time 
by placing them in New York in about 
four days from Panama. It is contem- 
plated operating a _ triweekly 


thereby giving passenger and mail 
service to the Central American coun- 
tries which now depend on weekly or 
fortnightly steamship services. 

Operation of the Key West-Havana 
air mail service would be ready to begin 
about October 1, Mr. Montgomery told 
postal officials. The corporation is 
naving three Fokker airplanes, each 
with three engines, built for that serv- 
ice, and hopes to be carrying passen- 
gers and mails from Florida to Cuba by 
that time. The Cuban government, 
according to Mr. Montgomery, has en- 
tered into an agreement with the Pan- 
American Airways for carrying the mail 
between Havana and Key West, as the 
American contract provides for carrying 
the mail southward only. Cuba will 
charge 5 cents for letters carried by air 
between the two cities and intends 
issuing a special air mail stamp. 

For its Central and South American 
Service, the corporation is working on 
plans for eight large flying boats, en- 
gine@d with two or three motors and 
capable of carrying a 3,500-pound pay 
load, Mr. Montgomery said. The route 
as planned would be from Key West to 
Havana, leaving in the morning and 
continuing to Belize, British Honduras, 
and thence to Puerto Barrios, Guate- 
mala, the raii head for Guatemala City. 
An overnight stop would be made at 
Puerto Barrios and the voyage would 
be continued the following morning 
across to the Pacific at La Union, Sal- 
vador, the rail head for San Salvador. 
The next jump would be to Managua, 
Nicaragua, thence over Lakes Managua 
and Nicaragua and down the San Juan 
River to the Gulf of Mexico and along 
the coast to Port Limon, Costa Rica, 
the rail head of San Jose.

Shanghai, July 19.—That the Chinese 
revolution has “flivvered” and the situ- 
ation is reverting to a new era of mili- 


tary rivalries similar to the old regime, 
excepting that new figures are on the 
stage, is the prevailing opinion among 
Chinese intellectuals in Shanghai today, 
who attribute various causes to the fail- 
ure of the social and political upheaval, 
some blaming the Russian Communists 
and others charging Japanese inter- 
vention in Shantung is responsible. 
Still others place the blame on the pow- 
ers’ Nanking ultimatum, which was 
responsible for Gen. Chiang Kai-Shek’s 
defection, causing the split in the 
Kuomintang. 

Probably the best explanation is re- 
celved from a young American-educated 
student attached to the Nanking fac- 
tion, who declares that the chief cause 
of the trouble is that the “Chinese 
people have slogans and banners, but 
the militarists still have rifles and 
soldiers.” 

The new situation still is nebulous, 
but it is confirmed that Gen. Chiang 
is negotiating an alliance with Gen. 
Chang Tso-lin and Yen Hsi-Shan 
against the Wuhan group, including 
Gen. Feng Yu-Hsiang dnd Tang Shan- 
Tse. The activities of the civilian of- 
ficials are almost completely subordi- 
nated by the military, who are rough 
shodding over all. 


Chiang Between Fires. 


Gen. Chiang’s decision to cease his 
northern expedition and join his former 
enemies was precipitated by the rapid 
advance of the Wuhan forces down the 
Yangtze, occupying Kiangsi province 
and preparing immediately to advance 
on Nanking. Owing to Gen. Chiang’s 
long extended line from Canton to the 
Shantung border, he is unable to op- 
pose his enemies on two fronts and he 
has decided to declare an armistice of 
the Shangtung fighting in order to 
withdraw his troops to Nanking for 
the purpose of opposing the Wuhan 
forces which are advancing down the 
river without interruption.

NEW MATERIALS NEEDED 


Philipsburg, Pa., July 19 (A.P.).—An 
emphatic “yes” was given today by Dr. 
Frank C. Whitmore, head of the chem- 
istry department of Northwestern Uni- 
versity, to questions as to whether 
there is a substitute for steel, whether 


artificial rubber is possible, and 
whether “synthetic” beefsteak, milk, 
food of al) sorts, tin, gasoline, manu- 
factured camphor and even household 
furniture will be ordinary things of the 
future. 

Dr. Whitmore, who is at Pennsylvania 
State College as a director of the Insti- 
tute of Chemistry being conducted 
there by the American Chemical So- 
clety, spoke tonight before the Philips- 
burg Rotary Club on “chemistry in in- 
ternational affairs.” 

Successful efforts in France and Ger- 
many to make gasoline from soft coal 
and gases are not only a benefit to the 
entire civilized world, Dr. Whitmore de- 
clared, but they are preventing possible 
wars with other nations. Neither coun- 
try has its share of the world’s petro- 
leum deposits and chemists there are 
averting possible war that could be 
brought on by other nations having 
great supriles of oil. 

The chemist stands ready to develop 
new materials when needed, Dr. Whit- 
more declared. Many phases of modern 
civilization will be revolutionized when 
the chemist produces a new metal or 
alloy which has the strength of steel 
btu is only a quarter as heavy, he con- 
tinued. A nation perfecting such an 
alloy and holding a monopoly of it 


over any competitor in war, or even 
in peace. But fortunately, he said, 
chemical monopolies are practically im- 


possible, as science is the one human |:

STATE RESTS TOMORROW 


Benton, Ill., July 19 (A.P.).—Harry 
Thomasson, 19-year-old life termer, 
sentenced for the actual slaying of 
Mayor Joe Adams, of West City, today 
struck the State’s heaviest blow in its 
efforts to bring Charles Birger, noto- 
rious gangster, and his two aids, Art 
Newman and Ray Hyland, to punish- 
ment for their alleged reign of terror- 
ism in southern Illinois. 

Despite defense efforts to discredit 
the witness, Thomasson stanchly stuck 
to his story that Birger and the other 
defendants had conspired to kill 
Adams, who sheltered the rival Shelton 
gangsters. He related in detail how 
Birger and his’ fellow gangsters in- 
structed him and his brother, Elmo, 
now dead, to shoot Adams, and declared 
each was paid $50 by Connie Ritter, @ 
Birger lieutenant, at the command of 
the gang leader. He said he believed 
Birger was responsible for the death of 
his brother, Elmo, who was killed in 
the burning of Birger’s forest fortress, 
Shady Rest. 

He told how he and Elmo were at 
“Shady Rest” on the night of last De- 
cember 11. There, he said, the propo- 
sition was broached to them by Birger, 
Newman and Ritter. 
Sunday, he said, Hyland drove him and 
his brother to West City, where, armed 
with a decoy note and two pistols, the 
brothers called Adams to the door and 
shot him down. 

State’s Attorney Martin said the 
State would rest its case early tomor- 
row after about a dozen minor wit- 
nesses had testified.

Editor Murphy Says Farmers 
by No Means All Back 
McNary-Haugen Bill.

Rapid City, S. Dak., July 19.—Men 
who have been active in trying to solve 
the West’s farm problems came to see 
the President today. It was the begin- 
ning of the farm conferences which he 
made known some time ago that he 
would have during his stay here. 

One of those who came today, F. E. 
Murphy, publisher of the Minneapolis 
Tribune, has never been for the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill, and the others were 
representatives of the corn belt com- 
mittee which sponsored the measure, 
but which now apparently has accepted 
its defeat and is looking around for 
something else. -These men were E, E. 
Kennedy, of Pontiac, Ill.; W. R. Crouse, 
of Des Moines, Iowa, and J. J. Collins, 
of Belle Fourche, S. Dak. 

They would not discuss the McNary- 
Haugen bill with newspapermen at all, 
except to recall that the organization, 
said to represent 36 States, had sup- 
ported the measure, and asserted that 


ithey did not mention it to the Presi- 


dent. They gave the impression that 
their attitude is that this measure is 
dead, and that future discussion and 
possible action dealing with the farm 
problem must turn on other proposals. 
In this connection, they told the Presi- 
dent that the farmer needed broader 
cooperative marketing facilities, which 
is exactly what the President has been 
trying to encourage. They repeated the 
oft-heard story that the farmer’s crop 
is made at a loss to him. And the fact 
that record-breaking yields are expected 
this year, will not alter his situation, 
they insisted. 


Profit Declared Small. 


After all of the crop has been har- 
vested and marketed the farmer will 
find that although he has dealt in 
larger quantities than last year, he will 
still be without appreciable profit, these 
three representatives said. 

Mr. Murphy declared that farmers 
are by no means a unit behind the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill, and that it is noth- 
ing but a “delusion and a snare.” He 
spent the night at the lodge. 

The farm problem is too complex to 
be decided offhand, Mr. Murphy said, 
but he thought “sound” legislation 
might give some aid. He did not un- 
dertake to suggest any particular rem- 
edy, though, if he has one in mind. 
He was convinced that the McNary- 
Haugen bill is not one. 

“The McNary-Haugen politicians,” he 
declared, “are trying to build the roof 
before they build the foundation. If 
they would put the same amount of 
energy and brains into studying the 
fundamentals and building from the 
foundation, I believe they could find a 
solution of the surplus problem. Just 
because there are millions of acres of 
pulp wood in Canada and the United 
States the papermakers do not try to 
manufacture all the pulp into paper 
each year.”

Farm Income Shows 
5 Per Cent Decrease 


(Associated Press.) 

Gross agricultural income showed a 
decrease of about 5 per cent for the 
crop year which ended June 30, as com- 
pared with the preceding year, the De- 
partment of Agriculture announced yes- 
terday, estimating the gross income at 
$12,080,000,000, compared with $12,670,- 
000,000. The decline was atrributed. 
chiefly to the drop in cotton prices. 

In computing the gross income, cash 
sales were placed at $9,549,000,000 and 
the value of food and fuel consumed 
on farms at $2,531,000,000. Net income 
was estimated at $2,440,000,000, a de- 
crease Of 20 per cent from the preceding 
year. Expenses of production decreased 
only 2 per cent, while the gross income 
decreased about 5 per cent. 


Tariff Body Studies 
Maple Sugar Duty 


(Associated Press.) 

Taking of testimony was begun by the 
Tariff Commission yesterday to deter- 
mine whether a change should be recom- 
mended in the duty on maple sugar or 
maple sirup imported from Canada. 

George C. Cary, head of the Cary 
Maple Syrup Co., of St. Johnsbury, 
Vt., took exception to many of the com- 
mission’s preliminary findings and 
urged a fairer ratio between the tariff 
on maple sugar and sirups, now 4 
cents a pound on each product, 

Mr. Cary, who also operates a sirup 
plant at Sherbrooke, Canada, said there 
was little competition between the Ca- 
nadian and domestic product.

Admiral Field, deputy chief of the Brit- 
ish admiralty staff, still was in Geneva 
—slightly indisposed and therefore not 
making the London trip—contact be- 
tween the three delegations was not 
severed and that various minor points 
might profitably be talked over while 
awaiting the return of the political 
heads of the British delegation. 

“The American delegation is remain- 
ing right here in Geneva,” Mr. Gibson 
concluded. 

Enough is known about the problems 
of the conference, however, to throw 
some light on the reasons for the de- 
parture of the British plenipotentiaries, 
who leave behind the entire staff of 
technical delegates and _ secretaries. 
There is absolutely no agreement on 
the question of the size of secondary 


cruisers nor on the question of the 
siz: of the guns to be mounted on 
these warships. 

Until this fundamental problem is 
settled, nothing can be done. The to- 
tal tonnage figures in cruisers, and, for 
that matter, also in destroyers and sub- 
marines, hinge on how to dispose of 
this particular cruiser difficulty, on 
which the British and Americans take 
diametrically different positions. 


Stand of America. 


The Americans have asked for the 
right to build 8,000-ton cruisers, 50 
that 8-inch guns could be mounted 
thereon, and have requested that no 
attempt be made to place a definite 
limit on the size of secondary cruisers. 

The British seek low tonnage cruis- 
ers with 6-inch guns. 

The Japanese do not really enter into 
this cruiser controversy, as none of 
their cruisers is due for replacement 
before the expiration of the projected 
treaty in 1936. They have four 7,300- 
ton cruisers carrying 8-inch guns, but 
these could be taken care of by special 
disposition in the treaty. 

The Americans are not only insisting 
on the liberty to mount 8-inch guns on 
secondary cruisers, but are contending 
that any agreement to restrict the 
number of 10,000-ton cruisers to about 
twelve must be conditional upon this 
very freedom of action as to size and 
armament of the smaller cruisers. 


Gibson Is Optimistic. 


“We are more optimistic now than 
we have been for some days,” Hugh §, 
Gibson, chief American delegate to the 
tripartite maval conference, declared 
after a conference this morning be- 
tween the six principal delegates. 

“The discussions are continuing in 
a@ most cheerful and friendly atmos- 
phere,” added Mr. Gibson. “We are 
beginning to see some light head.” 

Mr, Gibson, however, indicated that 
this morning's deliberations, which 
were devoted to the broader phases of 
the cruiser problem as a whole, would 
have to be followed by several other 
sessions of the “Big Six” and that the 
harmonious spirit asian.

New Orleans Junta Says That 
3,000 Are in Arms in the 
Mountain Fastness. 


MEXICO SCOUTS DANGER 


New Orleans States says today that 
local leaders of the Mexican revolu- 
tionary junta have received informa- 
tion from the State of Vera Cruz that 
the uprising there was primarily one of 
federal troops on garrison duty who 
had been ordered to different sections 
of the republic to get them away from 
the revolutionary connections with 
which they were sympathetic, ; 

“The leaders of this junte in New 
Orleans,” the-States says, “includin 
an exiled diplomat, an exiled gener 
and an exiled member of the Mexican 
Congress, say that their confidential 
reports from Mexico show five generals 
and 3,000 armed men in open revolu- 
tion in the State of Vera Cruz. 

“They are encamped in the moun- 
tains back of Cordoba, near Jalapa, and 
from Cordoba south toward Tehuante- 
pec. The generals commanding them 
are given as Gen. Kurzain, Gen. Ridal 
Tenario, Gen. Miguel Alaman, Gen. 
Cervantes and Gen. Lagunes. All ex- 
cept Gen. Alaman were military lead- 
ers in the Adolfo de la Huerta revo- 
lution in 1923. 

“It is pointed out by the revolu- 
tionary junta leaders here that the 
Vera Cruz outbreak followed close on 
the heels of a visit to the state of Vera 
Cruz by Arnulfo Gomez, candidate for 
the presidency in opposition to the 
Calles-Obregon faction.” 

Vera Cruz, Mexico, July 19 (A.P.).— 
The authorities declare that the whole 
State of Vera Cruz is under absolute 
control of the government. 

Small bands are stated to be roving 
about doing some plundering, Officials 
say, however, that these do not con- 
stitute a danger. 

Agitation in connection with the 
presidential campaign is the basis of 
frequent rumors of rebellion. 


Worm Warden Named 
To Arrest Poachers 


Glen Cove, N. Y., July 19 (A.P.).— 
Fish worms, which have of late crawled 
into the public prints in dispatches 
of presidential pastimes, have now 
wriggled their way onto the official 
statute books of this little Long Island 
community, the richest city of its size 
in the East. 

The city council has unanimously 
adopted ordinance number 61 which 
makes it unlawful for anyone not a 
resident to dig worms within the city 
limits. Violation of the ordinance will 
be a misdemeanor. A police officer has 
been assigned as worm warden to take 
action against poachers. For years out 
of town people have been digging 
worms here to sell elsewhere.

Men in Good Shape. 


Warden William Hendry, of the 
prison, said he would discontinue the 
practice of making public the menu 
refused by the prisoners.

75 VIENNESE RIOTERS 
FACE CRIMINAL ACTION 


Charged With Death of 87 
Persons and Wounding 
of 400 Others. 


TROOPS QUIT STREETS 


Vienna, July 19 (A.P.).—Criminal 
proceedings were instituted this after- 
noon against 75 of those involved in 
Friday's riots. More than 200 persons 
are still awaiting examination as to 
their complicity. 

The charges against those who will 


go ontrial include participation. in an 
uprising resulting in the death of 87 
persons and the wounding of 400, and 
arson and destruction of public and 
private property valued at millions of 
dollars. All face heavy penal sentences. 

To avoid public demonstrations the 
government has decreed that the fu- 
neral of the riot victims tomorrow must 
be private. The government today 
withdrew the troops from the streets 
and public buildings. 

With the resumption of railroad serv- 
ice in all parts of the country the 
exodus of American tourists and other 
visitors reached its peak this afternoon. 
Americans who failed to secure accom- 
modations on the crowded trains took 
the risk of flying, all aviation com- 
panies having tripled the number of 
their regular planes.

Liverpool, July 19 (A.P.).—Business 
was suspended here this afternoon and 
the exchanges were closed in honor of 
the visit of King George and Queen 
Mary to open the new Gladstone Dock. 

The city gave their majesties an en- 
thusilastic welcome. Replying to ad- 
dresses of welcome, the king said that 
it was a pleasure to see in the opening 
of the dock system the successful ter- 
mination of a work which testified to 
the growth of Liverpool’s trade and 
which he was confident would be used 
to promote its still further develop- 
ment.

Outside Agents Distribute at 
Congress Attacks on Amer- 
ican Activities. 


PROTEST TO COOLIDGE 
LIKELY TO BE PASSED 


President, in Resolution Pro- 
posed, Asked to Withdraw 
Marines Immediately. 


The auditorium in the American 
Federation of Labor Building became a 
fountain-head of antiadministration 
propaganda yesterday. Two well-known 
propagandists, having no connection 
with the conference in session there, 
moved among the newspaper men pres- 
ent, distributing fiery statements re- 
garding the battle between American 
Marines and the followers of Gen. 
Sandino in Nicaragua. 

The auditorium now ts being used as 
& meeting place for the fifth congress 
of the Pan-American Federation of 
Labor, but since Saloman de la Selva, 
the Nicaraguan delegate, denounced the 
marine occupation of Nicaragua two 
days ago, labor matters have been 
shoved to the background. 

The Nicaraguan’s outburst served yes- 
terday to attract to the auditorium two 
men wh ohave no connection with the 
meeting—Linn A. E. Gale, chairman of 
a hastily organized association called 
the Antimilitarist Conference, and Ben- 
jamin C. Marsh, executive secretary of 
the People’s Reconstruction League, an 
anti-imperialist organization. 


Official Report Ignored. 


Gale, who has a book store here, gave 
newspaper men a statement that was 
broadcast all over the country. It de- 
nounced the continued presence of the 
American marines in Nicaragua as “one 
of the most infamous exhibitions of 
imperialism and tyranny in all his- 
tory.” 

“The bloodshed that has just taken 
Place as a result of efforts to crush the 
natural resistance of Gen. Sandino to 
the presence of alien soldiery in his

Mexicans Plan Tighter 
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Sucasa Envoy Praises |

People Will Approve Stern Repression of Outiawry, 
Says Castrillo—de la Selva, Labor Delegate, Once 
Was Calles’ Propagandist, Kellogg Hears.

Unexpected developments yesterday 
featured the aftermath to the decisive 
defeat which the small force of Ameri- 
marines administered to the 
Sandino band of looters and outlaws 
which attacked it in the town of Oco- 


First, the attempt to make the en- 
counter look like American armed inter- 
vention in the political affairs of Nica- 
ragua, which is being indulged in by 
those who have favored the Liberals of 
the past Solorzano-Sacassa regime and 
who have complained because the 
United States Government recognized 
Adolfo Diaz and his conservative regime, 
met a decided rebuff when Dr. Salvador 
Castrillo, the last Nicaraguan Minister 
to the United States under the Solor- 
zano-Sacasa regime, came out publicly 
in whole-hearted indorsement of the ac- 
tion of the American marines. 

Second, the apparent efforts of Luis 
Morones, minister of commerce and 
labor in Mexico, and Solomon de la 
Selva, so-called delegate from Nicdra- 
gue, to transform the meeting of the 
Pan-American Federation of Labor here 
into an agency of anti-American Calles 
propaganda, became sufficiently ex- | 
posed to attract the notice of Secretary | 
of State Kellogg and other American | 
officials. 


Drew Pays, Is Report. 


Information has reached the State 
Department that de la Selva is to be 
regarded more in the light of an agent 
of the Mexican government than as a 
delegate representing Nicaraguans. Mr. 
Kellogg has received reports that he 
has been in the employ of the Mexican 
government and other reports that he 
drew pay from the department of edu- 
cation in Mexico, that he acted as pro- 
pagandist for Calles, that he has had 
close contacts with Morones and was 
for several years busily engaged in 
Mexico City, all have come to State 
Department officials. 

Secretary Kellogg declined to discuss 
these reports yesterday, but did admit 
that reports of de la Selva’s affiliation 
with Mexican affairs had been placed 
before him. Presumably it will not be 
long before the State Department has 
a full record of de la Selva’s past ac- 
tivities. 

Meanwhile, the curious situation is 
presented of de la Selva sponsoring be- | 
fore the Pan-American conference a 
resolution condemning the presence of | 
American Marines in Nicaragua, and 
Morones taking steps to enforce the 
resolution and guarantee it preferential 
consideration. To ‘officials here this, 
admittedly looks as if Morones were | 
playing “both ends against the middle” 
or “working both sides of the street.” 

In other words, if reports reaching 
the State Department are correct Mo- 
rones is represented directly and by 
proxy at the labor conference and the 


logical consequence of such an inde- | 
fensible policy.” 

The statement ignored reports reach- | 
ing the State Department that Gen. 
Sandino is a bandit leader, and so did 
the statement issued by Marsh. 

Marsh's statement declared that the 
marines were being kept in Nicaragua | 
to protect properties “fraudulently” | 
acquired by a family named Fletcher | 
and by the late Philander C. Knox, | 
who was then Secretary of State. 

A resolution prepared by De la Selva, 
which would have the Pan-American 
Federation of Labor protest to Presi- | 
dent Coolidge against the American | 
marine activities in Nicaragua, was not 
acted on at the sessions yesterday. 

The Nicaraguan delegate offered it 
at the morning session, but President 
William Green, of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, ruled that the resolu- 
tion could not be acted on until it had 
been considered by the resolutions com- 
mittee. 

The resolutions committee considered 
was 
not ready to report when the meeting 
adjourned. There seems to be no doubt 
that the resolution will be adopted, al- 
though it is possible that the phrase- 
ology will be changed. 


Killing by Marines Recalled. 


The resolution recalls the killing of 
800 Nicaraguans by marines, and de- 
clares that such intervention “can not 
but be creative of a state of mind 
among the people of Latin-America 
that is not conducive of friendship 
and good will toward the United 
States and the American people, who 
ere in no way responsible for such 
incidents.” 

The resolution concludes with a re- 
quest that President Coolidge with- 
draw the marines immediately. In 
the event the resolution is adopted, its 
contents will be wired to the Presi- 
dent in the Black Hills. 

The committee considering the reso- 
lution is composed of Matthew Woll., | 
American delegaces Luis Morones, of | 
Mexico, Andres H. Morales, of Guate- 
mala, and the two Nicaraguan dele- 
gates, De la Selva and Tranquilino 
Saenz. 

President Green yesterday declined 
to comment on the statement of Sec- 
retary of State Kellogg that De la '/ 
Selva was a paid agent of Mexico jn | 
Nicaragua. 

Amador Benavides, of Peru told the | 
congress yesterday that the conditions 
in the Tacna-Arica district were “hor- 
rifying,” and expressed appreciation of 
the efforts of President Coolidge and 
President Green to bring about a set- 
tlement of the controversy there.

NINE QUANTICO FLIERS

Nine marine aviators from Quantico, 
Va., were among the ten that bombed 
the Sandino bandits in Nicaragua, and 
rescued two score marine infantrymen 
and a group of native constabulary.

Hayne D. Boyden, Frank 
Weir, Earl A. Thoms, Jesse A. Harmon, 
Marine Gunner Michael Wadarcyzk, 
whose plane was hit three times; Gun- 
nery Sgt. A. 8. Munsch, whose plane 
was shot down, and Corpl. Lawrence H., 
Pabst. 

The Marine Corps rejoiced over its 
latest victory yesterday, calling atten- 
tion to the fact that the Eighth Ma- 
chine Gun Company, Third Battalion, 
Fifth Regiment, and the Second Com- 
pany, First Btatalion, Eleventh Regi- 
ment, were veteran units, the latter be- 
ing among the first marines to fight in 
France in the World War, and the ma- 
chine gun company being in all the 
fighting of the Second Division. 

The aviation detachment that saved 
the ground fighters was composed of 
five De Haviland planes, equipped with 
Lewis guns shooting 400 times a minute 
and five 25-pound fragmentary bombs, 
which break into 300 pieces on explo- 
sion. Twenty. bombs were reported 
dropped in the fight and 3,000 rounds 
of ammunition exploded.

Federation to Educate Sex to 
Throw Off Yoke of “Obedi- 
ence to Man.” 


60,000 BEHIND MOVEMENT 


Oakland, Calif., July 19 (A.P.).—The 
women of the world are to be led into 
battle for their independence under the 
banner of American leaders. 
~ Addressing the national convention 
of Business and Professional Woman's 
Clubs here today, Lena Phillips, of New 
York, national president of the organi- 
zation, declared that the American Fed- 
eration planned to show women of 
other countries how to “break the 
chains of thralidom which for four 
centuries they have worn in obedience 
to man.”” 

“The wational federation is well or- 
ganized and has a sound financial 
backing through a membership of 60,- 
000 women,” Miss Phillips declared. 
“The federation plans to launch an edu- 
cational program to train the women 
of the world in work which will bring 
to them independence that they believe 
is rightfully theirs.” Cornelia S, Adair, 
of Richmond, Va., one of the national 
officers, told delegates that the propor- 
tion of women at work is increasing 
faster than the proportion of men.

Atlanta, Ga., July 19 (A.P.).—The re- 
cent clash between Nicaraguans and 
American troops reveals the necessity 
of more clearly defining the power of 
the President “‘to employ large num- 
bers of troops in foreign countries,” 
United States Senator Walter F. George, 
of Georgia, declared here tonight in 
elaborating on earlier remarks on the 
Nicaraguan situation during an address 
to the State Legislature. 

“The use of American troops in Nica- 
ragua is endangering American good 
will in South America,” he said. “Con- 
siderable numbers of Latin Americans 
will conclude that we are taking sides 
with ane political or revolutionary fac- 
tion as against another. 

“It is an extremely delicate question 
and presents serious need for a clear 
definition of the powers of the Presi- 
dent of the United States. We can 
rely upom public opinion to contro] the 
exercise Of this power within the boun- 
daries of the United States, but out- 
Side the United States public opinion is 
ineffectual to control its exercise. It 
presents a situation that certainly is 
not satisfactory to Americans, anxious 
as allare that the Government protect 
lives and property of its citizens wher- 
ever they may be.” Touching briefly 
on the question in his address today, 
Senator George said that “democracy 
must see the necessity of absolute neu- 
trality mot only between states but 
also between factions within nations.”

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‘U.S. Jazz lnctfusbiniie 
In Demand in England 


Spread of the American jazz fever 
in England, due in a large measure 
to the Prince of Wales’ love of syn- 
copation, has resulted in a decided 
increase in United States exports of 
instruments associated with this 
type of music, according to a report 
issued yesterday by the Department 
of Commerce. 

During 1920, American band in- 
struments shipped to England had 
a value of only $3,514, and in 1925, 
after a consistent increase, the total 
bought by Great Britain was $121,- 
034. In 1926, however, exports did 
not go as high as the previous year 
because of unfavorable conditions 
brought on by the great strike. 

Unofficial figures for 1927 show @ 
trend upward in Britain’s purchases 
of American instruments, and if 
favorable conditions continue, the 
Commerce Department sees a gen-

GRAFTING INCREASES 
OUTPUT OF RUBBER

flooring material and a great increase 
in the use of the product, according to 
Mr. Henderson. At the same time the 
low cost may seem the doom of the re- 
claiming process, through which old 
tires and other scraps produce 34 per 
cent of the crude rubber used in the 
United States. 

Experiments in the Dutch East In- 
dies have shown that one single tree, 
which ordinarily produce three or four 
pounds a year, may be made to produce 
70 pounds of crude rubber. Yields 
from bud-grafted areas have been from 
800 to 5,000 pounds an acre, while un- 
der present conditions the average yield 
is not more than 320 pounds an acre. 

Several years ago scientists began 
the experiments, based on the assump- 
tion, proved by Burbank, that the char- 
acteristics of the mother tree are car- 
ried on by the bud. Certain excep- 
tional trees were found to produce 
large amounts of rubber, and, after 
exhaustive experiments, a method was 
found to graft successfully their buds 
to other trees. The result was like a 
story book. 

Trees from which had previously 
trickled three or four pounds of latex, 
or crude rubber, into the pails of the 
native tappers began to pour forth 
whole pails full, reaching in some cases 
more than 100 pounds a year. The ex- 
periments, carried on, in the interior 
of the islands, were not made public 
until all details were worked out. One 
of the discoveries was that, like all 
hybrids, the grafted rubber buds did 
not produce fertile seed and the graft- 


ing had to be carried on in each gen- | 


eration. 

As it requires four to seven years for 
a rubber tree to come into bearing 
commercially, the results of bud graft- 
ing were slow, but records have been 
received by Mr. Henderson and G. E. 
Perry, expert in rubber botany, show- 
ing tremendous and sustained increases 
in yields of rubber trees was where bud- 
grafted when from twelve to eighteen 
months old.

HOTEL FURNISHES CLEW 


Montreal, Quebec., July 19 (A.P.).—

About 850,000 students are enrolled in the 
colleges and universities of the United States 
as compared with 65,000 in England, 53,000 
in France and 123,000 in Germany. Even 
taking into consideration the differences in 
population, it is apparent that a far greater 
proportion of Americans set out to obtain 
higher education. Consequently, American 
colleges and universities are overcrowded, so

facilities if put to full use undoubtedly would

This 
constitutes the problem of the age for the 
American college and university, for until a 
method is devised by which college admissions 
can be intelligently limited it is folly to antici- 
pate any improvement over present conditions, 


TENT THEATERS. 


Veteran actors bemoan the fact that the 
“road” is no more. They lament the passing 
of the “one night stand.” The change put 
an end to the joke of the “ghost’’ that failed 
to walk in Peoria, and the cartoon of the the- 
atrical troupe making its way back to the Ri- 
alto along the ties. A great many things con- 
spired to obliterate the ‘‘road.’’ Chicanery in 
the ‘‘profession” itself played a big part, for 
the ‘provinces’ lost interest in “original 
Broadway productions,” composed of palpably 
third-rate actors. The spread of the moving 
picture was another factor. In any event the 
“‘road’’ no longer exists. 

There are producers, however, who believe 
that the pay streak beyond the limits of the 
big cities has not been altogether exhausted.

THE SARGENT GHOST. 


At least two suspicious circumstances attach 
to the reports that the ghost of the celebrated 
American painter, John Singer Sargent, is 
haunting the studio in Chelsea, London, where 
he worked and died. His footsteps have been 
heard and he turns the knobs of bedroom 
doors, but no one has seen him and, what is 
worse, he does not respond when addressed. 
“Sometimes,” says Mr. Orr, the present oc- 
cupant of the studio, ‘‘when I hear footsteps, 
I call out, ‘Come in, Pop’—we all used to call 
him Pop Sargent—but then they cease, and I 
do not hear them again sometimes for several 
days.” 

Now, it is a well-recognized point of etiquette 
among ghosts that they must first wait to be 
spoken to before speaking themselves. Every 
one who has had dealings with them knows 
that. When the ghost of Hamlet’s father ap- 
pears to the guards, he does not address them, 
and when he appears to Hamlet, he has to be 
adjured to speak before he consents to open 
his lips. Once started, however, he speaks, 
greatly at length, indeed, but always to the 
point. In fact, in the annals of revenants there 
is no recorded case of a spirit refusing to 
speak when asked to do so. The question then 
naturally arises, why did not the Sargent ghost 
respond to the invitation of Mr. Orr. Was he 
so dignified that he was disgusted with the 
frivolous ‘‘Pop’’? 

The attitude taken in the matter by Mr. Orr 
is quite correct. He says: ‘I’m not a spiritual- 
ist by any means, but neither am I a skeptic. 
Anything is possible.” 

It is likely enough that a rational explana- 
tion of a highly terrestrial character will be 
found for the footsteps and the knob-turning. 
But how much more thrilling it would be if the 
late Mr. Sargent would reveal himself and ex- 
plain why he revisits 
moon! 


ROUGH TREATMENT. 


Law on the high seas has by custom and 
practice been arbitrary. The commander of a 
vessel was intrusted with absolute power be- 
cause no other agency was available, once a 
ship left port. The precedents of maritime 
jurisprudence furnish scant parallel, however, 
for the interpretation which the Coast Guard 
has placed upon the prohibition law. Recent 
years have been full of incidents where this 


arm of the Government has fired upon peace- | 
ful citizens and ordered vessels to “‘heave to” | 


upon nothing more than mistaken zeal or ill- 
founded suspicion. 


Consider the fate of two New Jersey resi- | 


dents. Off on an early morning fishing trip 
they were startled by a shot across their bow. 
According to their version of the happening, 
eight more shots were fired after they had 
halted, although their boat could make only 
8 knots to 22 for the cutter. The fishermen 
were shackled and bound for two hours, and 
then when they had been taken ashore were 
released with “‘apologies.’’ 

The only element lacking to make this inci- 
dent an outright reminder of the days of 
piracy was that the captured pleasure seekers 
were not forced to walk the plank. In all 
other respects they appear to have been grant- 
ed none of the rights which they should have 
enjoyed even under the severe statutes of the 
seas. Senator Edge and _ Representative 
Bacharach have been asked to obtain an ex- 
planation of such practices from the Coast 
Guard. In the light of circumstances so far 
revealed, it is hard to imagine any justification 
for what took place. 


WASHINGTON GUIDES. 


Acting upon complaints received against 
local professional guides, the White House 
guards and the Metropolitan police have be- 
gun a joint concerted campaign against them. 
Many members of the profession have been 
wearing a metal shield upon which is in- 
scribed ‘‘Washington Official Guide,’ and have 
been growing fat upon lucrative fees from 
the many tourists who visit the city each 
year. While there is no law prohibiting their 
activities, there likewise is no statute creating 
a-group of official guides, and since in some 
cases they have been abusive and unpleasant 
to tourists the police are attempting to put 
them out of business. 

A far better method, however, would be to 
create in Washington a group of official 
guides. That the self-styled official guides 
have been making good incomes is proof 
enough that there is a local demand for such 
service. Unless kept under control, however, 
the guides will take advantage of visitors. 

In New England cities and towns the official 
guide is a common sight. Frequently he is 
a schoolboy, utilizing his knowledge of his

8 INTERROGATION POINTS 


The first day’s canvass of the neigh- 
borhood within 5 miles of the farm on 
which Edward L. Mills, wealthy Hunt- 
ing Hill farmer was slain July 7, failed 
to develop any tangible clews, it was 
announced at Rockville last night. 
During the day four Montgomery 
County police questioned 50 neighbors 
of the slain man in a canvass which 
will include, before it is concluded, 
every person living near the scene of 
the crime. 

"The day did not pass without de- 


velopments in the investigation, how- 
ever, for State’s Attorney Robert Peter, 
jr.. amnounced tests of the revolver 
taken from the home of Edward Miles, 
brother of the orily eyewitness to the 
murder, had shown that the revolver 
could not have been the one with 
which Mills was shot. 
and Mr. Peter studied both the shells 
Policeman Lawrence Claggett, acting 
on instructions of the State’s Attorney, 


yesterday fired the revolver, and he| 9: 


and the discharged bullets. Peter an- 
nounced later that the difference be- 
tween these and the shells found at 
the scene of the murder and the bul- 
lets taken from the body of Mills, was 
apparent to the naked eye. Neverthe- 
less, he said he would send the revolver 
to the Bureau of Standards for further 
study. 

It is expected the canvass of neigh- 
bors will require more than a weéK of 
continuous work. It is proposed to ask 
at every homestead in the five-mile 
radius eight questions bearing on the 
male inhabitants, their relation with 
Mills, their whereabouts the morning 
of the murder, their education, their 
ability to use a typewriter and their 
ownership of firearms. 


Carousing in Moscow 


Forbidden by Decree 


Moscow, July 19 (A.P.).—Merry Mos- 
cow citizens will henceforth have to do 
their drinking, foxtrotting and “throw- 
ing of parties” so as not to interfere 
with the nocturnal rest of the hard- 
working proletariat, the Moscow ad- 
ministrative department has decreed. 

It is pointed out that with fifteen or 
twenty persons, in many instances, oc- 
cupying an apartment of four or five 
rooms, unnecessary noise must be 
abated. Hence there must be no drink- 
ing or carousing after 11 o’clock at 
night. 


Hopkins Hospital’s 
First Head Dies at 85 


Baltimore, Md., July 19 (A.P.).—Dr. 
Henry Mills Hurd, 85, the first superin- 
tendent of Johns Hopkins Hospital and 
well-known psychiatrist, died at his 
summer home near Atlantic City, it 
was learned here today. 

Born in Union City, Mich., in 1843, 
Dr. Hurd received his doctorate of med- 
icine from the University of Michigan 
in 1866. For several years he was su- 
perintendent of the Eastern Michigan 
Asylum, at Pontiac, until his appoint- 
ment in 1889 to the chair of psychi- 
atry at Hopkins and the superinten- 


dency of the newly founded hospital. | 0m 


He held the latter position until his 
retirement in 1906. 

His best-known work is “Institutional 
Care of the Insane in the United 
States and Canada.” He was at one 
time president of the American Acad- 
emy of Medicine.

ISLAND IN LAKE ERIE 
NOW SCIENCE CENTER 


Tiny Gibraltar Used Once by 
Commodore Perry, Is Ohio 


University Laboratory. 
Columbus, Ohio, July 19 (A.P.).— 
After figuring in the history of two 
wars, Gibraltar Island, tiny dot of land 


in Lake Erie, has been turned over to 
the interests of science. 

The nine-acre isle at the entrance to 
Put-In-Bay Harbor has become the 
Franz Theodore Stone laboratory of 
Ohio State University, for use in 
summer courses in biological research. 

In the War of 1812 Commodore 
Oliver Hazard Perry hid his fleet in 
Put-In-Bay Harbor and used the high- 
est point of Gibraltar Island as a 
watch tower to observe the approach 
of the British fleet. The battle of 
Lake Erie was fought nearby. 

In 1861, Jay Cooke, great financier 
of the Civil War period, bought the 
island for a summer home and held 
conferences at Cooke’s Castle, his great 
stone residence there, with many 
notable figures of the time. Julius F. 
Stone bought the island from Cooke’s 
descendants in 1925 and presented it 
to the university. Permanent labor- 
atories are being built, and the students 
are housed in Cooke’s Castle.

TAKING STOCK OF EMPLOYES’ 
HEALTH. 

HERE is one railroad that believes 
dy in periodic physical examination 

of its employes. This is the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern. It has recently 
completed a thorough physical ex- 
amination of each of its 10,000 em- 
ployes in train, engine and yard service. 


It found only 37, or less than one-half 
of 1 per cent, who had to be retired. 
Possibly some, even of these, were 
merely transferred from positions for 
which they were unfitted to others in 
which their services would be valuable. 

This is the first complete examina- 
tion made by any railroad. President 
Sargent, in making the announcement, 
said: he management of this com- 
pany decided, in the interest of safe 
operation, that all persons whose duties 
were connected with the operation of 
our trains should be physically fit, or 
as nearly perfect as possible, and the 
only way to gain the information was to 
have a general examination.” 


I have before me copies of the blanks 
used in the examination. To answer 


all the questions asked will require an 
excellent examination. There is provi- 
sion for periodic examinations under 
certain circumstances; and for repeated 
examinations, but not periodic ones, 
undey other circumstances. For in- 
stance, those who have been absent 
from the service for any cause for 60 
days or over, and those who have been 
in accidents, must be reexamined before | 
returning to service. Those who are 
suspected of having defects because of 
their appearance, observation of 
physical or other characteristics, can be 
examined at the discretion of division 


officers.

Yearly examinations rnust be made of 
employes over 50 years of age, and 
those wearing glasses or devices to as- 
Sist hearing; more frequent periodic 
examinations of those having physi- 
cal defects that are border-line. 


The result of this 5 policy will add to 
the safety of those who use the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern trains, whether 
passengers, railroad employes, express 
messengers Or mail clerks. It will be 
even better for the railroad employes 
than for the general public. The 
average man uses train service only 
occasionally. Whatever hazard he is 
subjected to operates only a few times 
yearly. The railroad employes who have 
this opportunity of learning of pos- 
sible breaks in their bodily machine 
in the early stages should live longer 
and be more healthy. Certainly this 
policy will add years to the average 
life of Northwestern employes.

EAR JIMMY: In spite of all the 

«mprovements which the plant 

hybridizers have made in the way 
of flower size, variety and. colors, the 
old-time favorites never seem to lose 
their place in our esteem. Having en- 
dured for several centuries, perhaps, 
they have become so firmly established 
in gardening tradition that they prob- 
ably never will disappear. 

I am thinking specifically of Sedum 
acre, that healthy, invariably cheerful 
mite which for many years has carried 
the name of Wall Pepper or Gold Moss, 
a plant that is perennial in popularity 
as well as habits of life. It is common 
—almost vulgarly so—but its merits are 
sO many that even the most sophisti- 
cated rock gardener gladly makes place 
for its low green mats and yellow 
flowers among the rarer plants from 
many lands. 

To fail is the most difficult thing 
that Sedum acre does. Its trailing 
stems can be taken up while in full 
flower, kept packed for a week and then 
be planted here and there in rock 
crevices with full assurance that they 
will take root and flourish. From a 
few such sprays a supply can be built 
up in a year or two that will furnish 
plants to give away, if you wish. 

And once established, Gold Moss will 
defy all kinds of winter weather and 
summer drought. It is a standby that 
has won general esteem by its merit, 
and 1 can’t give you a better tip, 
Jimmy, than to beg, borrow or steal 
some of it.

HICAGO, July 19.—The news that

JACK, DEMPSEY. 


Sharkey a 6-to-5 Favorite 
As He Tapers Off tor Bout 


EW YORK, July 19 (A.P.).—With 

a last resounding swipe at a 

punchifig bag after three final 
rounds in the ring, Jack Sharkey today 
wound up his training for the battle 
of his life against Jack Dempsey Thurs- 
day night. 

Only a long walk in Central Park. and 
a rub down are on the card for to- 
morrow, the fighter having reached the 
peak of condition and his fighting 
weight of 192 pounds. 

Trained down to a fine edge Sharkey 
found it harder than ever to “pull” his 
punches today, and he uncorked some 
steaming rights and lefts in sparring 
which drew words of caution from his 
corner. 


Both hands were dealing punish- 
ment in the fighter’s one round 
with Paul Cavalier and two with 
Johnny Urban, but the most effec- 
tive punch Sharkey landed was a 
vicious left hook that was almost 
a swing, following close on the heels 
of a right feint. It staggered Ur- 
ban, despite the huge 16-ounce 
glove which pillowed Sharkey’s fist. 


Sharkey swept through his final 
workout with dash, speed and a con- 
fldent smile, yet he showed no slack- 
ening in attention to training details. 
Several minutes of rope jumping to 
limber his legs preceded the three 
rounds of sparring, and a round of 
shadow boxing and two on the light 
bag followed it. 

Nearly 1,500 fans watched the boxer 
in the glass-inclosed gym atop Madi- 
son Square Garden, while the seat sale 
for Thursday’s fight passed the 50,000 
mark in tickets and neared the $1,000,- 
000 in receipts. 


Sharkey continued a favorite in 
the betting. Wagers were reported 
at odds ranging from 6 to 5 tol3to 
10 on Sharkey to win. The bulk 


of Dempsey money was placed at 
longer odds, about-1 to 3 on the 
ehance of a knockout victory for 
the fofmer champion. 


The card of bouts supplementary to 
the main go Thursday night was com- 
pleted today when George Manley, of 
Denver, and Ray Neuman, of Jersey 
City, light-heavyweights, were matched 
for a six-rounder to be staged after the 
Sharkey-Dempsey battle. Four six- 
round bouts will precede the main 
event.

Is Physical -Giant But 
Must Win Early or 
Lose,. Say Critics. 


Conqueror of Willard 
Can Go.15 Rounds, 


He Declares. 


HITE SULPHUR SPRINGS, Sar- 
atoga Lake, N. Y., July 19 
A.P.).—If physical condition 
alone spelled fistic prowess, Jack Demp- 
sey, his backers assert, today would be 
the heavyweight champion of the 
world, rather than a former title holder 
facing the bitterest struggle of a color- 
ful career when he meets Jack Sharkey 
Thursday night at the Yankee Stadium. 
Driving through a training period of 
almost three months with a fierce de- 
termination to accomplish what no 
heavyweight’ champion 
ever has done—win back the title once 
lost—Dempsey, at 32, today is declared 
to be physically stronger than at any 
point in his ring career and his gen- 
eral condition well-nigh perfect. He 
says so himself, hishandlers “admit” 
it and most of the critical observers 
agree to it. 


But somewhere along the path 
Dempsey blazed through the heavy- 
weight division for seven years 
from the dust and heat of Toledo 
to the debacle in the rain at Phila- 
delphia last fall, the erstwhile Ma- 
nassa Mauler, has left youth and 
the prime attribute of youth. 


The panther stalk is gone, the 
crawling viciousness of a deadly, furi- 
ous attack is a part of that past and 
with it has departed coordination of 
brain and perfectly tuned muscles. 

Most: of the critics believe . that 
Dempsey, to win at all, must finish his 
man in five rounds—that the youth 
and strength of Sharkey must triumph 
in the long fifteen-round run. . But 
Dempsey has this to say: 


‘“I’ll knock Sharkey out in two 
punches. But if 1 don’t, have_no 
fear that my strength will not 
carry over the long route. I'm in 
the finest shape of my career and 
I can bowl Sharkey over in the fif- 
teenth as easily as in the first.”* 


Two months of rugged manual labor 
in California, topped by four weeks of 
exacting drill here, have left Dempsey 
a sunbaked giant of 198 pounds, with 
arms of a blacksmith, sinewy legs, and 
shoulder muscles that writhe and knot 
in action. The carefree, rough-housing 
spirit of the Firpo, Carpentier, and 
Gibbons days has returned with the 
passing of mental worries, and exasper- 
ating lawsuits such as harassed Demp- 
sey during preparation for his battle 
with Gene Tunney. 

Certain salient points, definite indl- 
cations of Jack’s plan of battle, stand 
out from daily observation of the train- 
ing grind. 


Admitting that much of his old 
speed may be. gone, ,. Jack -has 
dropped from his toes to the balls 
of his feet, modified the famous 
weaving, bobbing attack to a mere 
swaying of the body, and has sacri- 
ficed defense for the privilege of 
storming in close to whale away 
at the bodies of sparring partners. 


Once inside a defense, Dempsey has 
demonstrated that his punching power 
is as great as it ever: was. Jack has 
drilled hours, both in workouts before 
newspapermen and in secret morning 
sessions, to perfect a left hook to the 
body that is at least six inches shorter 
than the punc™ he carried into the 
ring against T-\nney. All of Dempsey’s 
punches today are shorter than a year 
ago. His timing and judgment of dis- 
tance appear far better. 

It is apparent, in spite of some’sore- 
ness in his arm for a few days, that 
Dempsey’s left hook has lost nohe of 
its terrific power. He disspelled the 
idea that it was injured by the vigor 
of his last workouts, and his handlers 
are confident he will be under no phys- 
ical handicaps when he climbs through 
the ropes Thursday night. 

Dempsey expects to fight until Shar- 
key lies a battered heap before him or 
the massive store of strength in Demp- 
sey’s huge frame has been beaten out 
under the Boston boy's whip-like 
punches.

Dr. Samuel M. Johnson, of the Lee 
Highway Association, last night at a 


meeting of the Ashton Heights Citizens 
Association appealed for unity in the 
county for the building of the 200-foot 
Lee boulevard as a suitable approach 
to the western entrance to the Arling- 
ton Memorial Bridge. 

“There is not a road fight in Arling- 
ton County as far as I am concerned,”’ 
declared Dr. Johnson, “and I resent the 
statements made that I am fighting the 
building of any road. Never in my life 
have 1 opposed the building of any 
road, and I am not going to start now. 

“I may be called an outsider, but as 
far back as 1915 I came to Virginia, 
where I started my work, and it had 
a direct bearing on the building of the 
road from Washington to Richmond. 
I can not conceive being called an out- 
sider after giving the best years of my 
life here fighting for the building of a 
Suitable memorial to Robert E.: Lee. 

“If Virginia does not delay in the 
construction of the remaining 7 miles 
of the Lee highway, the Lee highway 
will be the first highway in the South 
to be blulilt across the country. 

“The first survey that was made was 
the direct route through Clarendon 
and Ballston, but we needed 200 feet. 
It could not be obtained. There is no 
direct route to the bridge. The Lee 
boulevard is the only one, and the 
direct route starts from the Lee boule- 
vard at Porters Woods. 

“If the citizens of Arlington County 
want a road 90 feet wide, with street 
car tracks in the center, all right; but 
if we can all unite I will throw in my 
| support and Arlington County will have

Once a half-million dollar farm’ haz- 
ard, grain dust sexplosion has been 
lowered in the past decade to a po- 
tential damage of from $15,000 to $75,- 
000 a year, the United States Bureau 
of Chemistry avers. 

The bulk of explosions occur in the 
Pacific Northwest, during the thresh- 
ing season. Sometimes there is e@ loss 
of life, the separator is destroyed and 
large quantities of straw and grain are 
burned. 

While a number of causes are as- 
signed for dust explosion, greatest 
danger lies in the threshing of smutty 
wheat. Scientists advance the theory 
that small particles of smut, found 
more abundantly in fall wheat, became 
electrified when the kernels are broken

FAVORS BIG BOND ISSUE. | 
FOR EVERGLADES WORK 


Baltimore Conference of Flo- 
ridians to Fight Move 
Against Draining. 


IS ASKED 


Baitimore, Md., July 19 (A.P.).— 
Sweeping approval of the Everglades 
drainage law, enacted by the last 
Fiorida legislature, was voiced today 
by Gov. John W. Martin and a group 
of Florida bysiness men. The Florida 
executive and citizens’ committee came 
here to discuss plans for improving the 
Florida Everglades with 8S. Davies War- 
field, president of the Seaboard Air 
Line Railway. 

Those attending the session, which 
began yesterday and adjourned today, 
organized as a permanent body known 
as the Citizens Everglades Committee, 
and declared the sale of $10,000,000 
bonds to be issued under the law upon 
a 55-8 per cent basis was fair and rea- 
sonable. 

Sale of the bonds was awarded to 
Dillon, Read & Co. and Eldridge & Co., 
New York banking houses. The pro- 
ceeds will be used for the drainage and 
reclamation of the Everglades lands. 

The conference passed a resolution 
petitioning the Federal Government to 
consider flood control and its naviga- 
tional phases of the Everglade project 
and cooperate with the State in ex- 
ecuting the work in which flood control 
and navigation are intimately asso- 
clated. 

George F. Benzel, 
West Palm Beach Chamber of Com- 
merce, appointed an executive com- 
mittee, which was authorized to con- 
fer with George E. Merrick, Coral 
Gables, and others who, it is alleged, 
are attempting to defeat the reclama- 
tion act, recently enacted, as being 
unconstitutional.

Many Deaths Due to Danger- 
ous Practice, Traffic Ex- 
perts Declare. 


CORRECT ADJUSTMENT 
OF BEAMS IS GOAL NOW 


Motorists Held More Ignorant 
of Lamps Than Other 
Parts of Cars. 


The practice many motorists have of 
dimming their headlights is dangerous, 
and many deaths and accidents have 
resulted from it, in the opinion of traf- 
fic experts. 

Officials of the Traffic Bureau, the 
American Automobile Association and 
traffic experts everywhere are virtually 


agreed that the practice of dimming 
Should be abandoned. It should be re- 
ger by correctly adjusted headlights. 

he objective of the recent campaign of 
the American Automobile Association 
against glaring and otherwise objection- 
able headlights was to inculcate upon 
the minds of motorists the necessity of 
correct headlights, and the means of 
obtaining and maintaining correctness. 

Experts regard it as an interesting 
human characteristic that motorists 
know less about headlights than about 
any other part of an automobile. The 
oddity of the circumstance is increased 
by the fact that the headlights are one 
of the simplest parts. 

Every motorist will endeavor to make 
sure that his engine is in working order 
before he starts out with it. If there is 
some unexplainable knock, if there is 
indication that anything is wrong, he 
will investigate it, and will not be sat- 
isfied until it is corrected. His spark 

lugs are the care of all moments, and 

© will look to his brakes. 

But if his headlights are burning at 
all, that is as far as he is concerned 
about them. He considers that all is 
well with the headlights if the bat- 
teries are not burned out. But that 
really isn’t the idea at all. The cam- 
paign gf the American Automobile As- 
eociation was to cancel this idea in 
the minds of motorists, and to replace 
it with a consciousness of the necessity 
of correct headlights, kept correct at all 
times. 


Mistaken 


The purpose of this article is to give 
further emphasis to this need. First, 
however, the practice of dimming will 
be considered. 

The practice of dimming, according 
to motorists, not only is a. mistaken 
idea of courtesy, but constitutes an 
actual danger, both to one’s self, and 
to the opposing driver. However, it 
is most dangerous to the pedestrian 
who may happen to be walking in a 
roadway void of sidewalk. 

Officials of the Traffic Bureau say 
that several persons have been killed 
along entrance roadways to Washing- 
ton as a result of motorists dimming 
their headlights and blinding them- 
selves to such an extent that they 
were unable to see their victims. Sev- 
eral persons have been killed along 
these roadways as a result of glaring 
headlights that likewise blinded the 
drivers. 

However, there is an interesting 
scientific explanation of why dimming 
is dangerous. For a fraction of a sec- 
ond, dimming renders the driver 
actually blind. Nature has fashioned 
the human eye according to the safety- 
first principle. One feature of eye 
phenomena is that the pupil contracts 
when confronted by bright light, but 
expands slowly when the light is re- 
duced, since, apparently, there is no 
necessity for rapid expansion, and 
caution is better. 


Car May Run 100 Feet. 


The result is that when light to 
which the eye has become adjusted is 
suddenly turned off, the eye requires 
several moments to adjust itself to the 
new condition, and during this un- 
adjusted stage is really of no great use 
as an organ of sight. 

If a driver’s eyes were as bad at all 
times as during these few moments, 
he never would be given a _ permit. 
Nevertheless, during these few moments 
the driver may crash into another car, 
run into a ditch or kill a pedestrian. 

It is estimated that two or three 
seconds are required for the eye to 
readjust itself, and during this time 
the motorist may drive a distance of 
100 feet. Let a map be drawn, then, 
and across any roadway of this map 
draw a black line, Let this line repre- 
sent the point at which the motorist 
dims his light. For 100 feet beyond 
this line then draw a dark shadow 
across the road. 

This shadow often has been the 
ehadow of death. It represents the 
zone in which a driver is deprived, ac- 
cording to experts, of his proper sight, 
and is therefore unable to see with 
the accuracy demanded by the road. 

The situation caused by dimming is 
aggravated by the fact that the other 
driver’s lights seem insufferably bright 
while the eye is trying to adjust itself 
to the new condition created by dim- 
ming. The result is that the eye is 
retarded from adjusting itself. It is 
trying to expand, and yet the light 
thrown by the oncoming machine warns 
it not to do so. The driver then in 
effect is rendered blind for some dis- 
tance, this is, of course, on condition 
that the opposing driver does not dim 
his own lights in response. Very often 
he doesn’t. And still, when both 
drivers dim, they create a condition 
which is far from desirable. 


Should Correct Headlights. 


The thing for the motorist to do is 
to have his headlights corrected and 
to maintain them this way. If he does 
that he not only will not need to dim

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Safety Hint ie 


Motorists and pedestrians often 
are inclined to develop some habit 
in driving, or in crossing the street, 
which they will persist in despite 
that they know it is not ir the in- 
terest of safety. Frequent repeti- 
tions successfully accomplished, 
however, make boldness a habit, and 
chance tempts habit to be daring. 

But, according to the adage, it is 
a long lane that has no turning, and 
chance is no straight road. It would 
be well for motorists and pedestrians 
to take an inventory of possible hab- 
its they have develcoed which are 
contrary to safety in the streets and 
to strive to correct them. For the 
lane of “getting away with it” may 
sometimes be long, but its bends 
[have no warning signs. 
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but he will have a much more satisfac- 
tory condition of light than would be 
possible by dimming. 

The motorist should divide his driv- 
ing into two sections—day and night. 
It would be well for him to cultivate 
a discrimination between the kinds of 
driving. For day driving, then, he may 
listen to all knocks, look to his brakes 
and the like. But for night driving he 
should, in addition, look to his lights. 
He may do it in the manner described 
below. 

Mark a horizontal line on the garage 
wall as high above the ground as the 
center of the lights. Mark two vertical 
lines opposite the vertical center lines 
of the lights. This will comprise a test- 
ing chart, and the motorist with a little 
trouble can learn to test his own lights 
and keep them in order. It is simple. 

With the chart made, the motorist 
may remove the lens and adjust the 
lamp until the smallest possible spot of 
bright light shows against the wall. The 
lamp is adjusted, according to the types 
cf headlight, by turning the focusing 
screw in the rear of the lamp, or on 
its rim, or moving the lamp in and out 
on @ ratchet device. On some head- 
lights it is not necessary to remove the 
lens to focus the lamp. 


Spot Should Be Centered. 


Now the spot of light should be cen- 
tered on the vertical line opposite the 
respective lamp. If not, the headlights 
should be twisted until the light spots 
fall on these lines. This will insure the 
rays being parallel. The lens now. may 
be replaced. Care should be taken to 
see that they are straight; that is, that 
the vertical ribs, apparent on most 
lenses, are vertical, and not on an angle. 
This is important. 

Now cover one headlight. The other 
should show against the wall in a flat- 
tened, oblong glow of light having 
much the same shape as the straw end 
of a new broom placed against the wall 
with the flat side up. The upper rim 
of the light should be just under the 
horizontal line. If not, the headlight 
frame should be twisted until the light 
has that position. Care should be 
taken that the vertical line runs 
through the center of the glow. If the 
bright part of the light picture is not 
well defined, the focus should be ad- 
justed slightly until it is. After ad- 
justing one light, cover it and adjust 
the other. 

The headlights, it must be remem- 
bered, may not remain adjusted. A 
jar or heavy bump may throw them 
out of adjustment. It would be well 
then for the motorist to make a habit 
of keeping his lights in order. It may 
save his own life or the life of an- 
other. And it beats dimming a mile. 
He will not have to dim. 

Another thing, he should keep the 
lenses clean and see that the all im- 
portant reflectors are not dirty, rusted 
or dented. And he should watch to 


| see that the lenses are kept straight.

Writ of Error Asked Following 
Search of Home and Fine 
of $500. 


HUNT IS HELD UNLAWFUL 


A liquor case, almost four years old, 
which involves the legal right of a pro- 
hibitiion agent to resort to subterfuge 
to make a case, was presented to the 
Court of Appeals yesterday in a petition 
for a wriit of error filed by Attorneys 


O’Shea & Burnett, counsel for William |- 


E. Swenson. 

Swenson was fined $500 on a charge 
of possessing liquoor, by Judge Mc- 
Mahon in Police Court on February 
19, 1924, on evidence growing out of 


a raid made October 1, 1923, by Lieut. 
Ogden T. Davis and Sergt. James D. 
McQuade and Prohibition Agent W. D. 
Amos. The raid was made at Swen- 
son’s apartment on S§5 street north- 
west, between Nineteenth and Twenti- 
eth streets. 

According to the record, there was no 
search warrant issued nor did any one 
swear to an affidavit charging Swenson 
with having sold liquor, as required by 
the prohibition law. Lieut. Davis and 
Sergt. McQuade had a larceny warrant 
and gained entrance into the apart- 
ment with this warrant, the record 
shows, and Amos trailed the police of- 
ficers inside. All of the searching was 
done by os and the seizing of 
liquor was done by him, the record 
shows, notwithstanding the fact, as 
alleged by Swenson’s counsel, that the 
agent did not have a search warrant 
and could not under the law have ex- 
ecuted one if he had it. 

Neither Lieut. Davis or Sergt. Mc- 
Quade attempted to serve the larceny 
warrant or make any search to discover 
evidence that the crime of larceny had 
been committed, according to Swen- 
s0n’s counsel, A prohibition agent can 
not make an arrest unless he sees the 
law being violated, counsel contends, 
and there was no liquor visible in 
Swenson’s apartment, the seized liquor 
being taken from in and under a ward- 
robe and out of a nailed-up box. 

“A search that is unlawful when it 
begins is not made lawful when it 
ends by the discovery of liquor,” ac- 
cording to counsel for Swenson. Agent 
Amos, under the law, entered Swen- 
son’s apartment as a private citizen and 
had no legal right to search the apart- 
ment or seize anything he found in it, 
counsel declared. The larceny war- 
rant was nolle prossed, the record 
shows. 


Cavalry Completes

HOTEL MAN FIGHTS 
OLD BALL RENT ACT 


Rate Posting Passed With 
Tenant Clause, Says 
Ralph McKee. 


Efforts of the District Commissioners 
to keep alive part of the old Ball rent 
act were opposed yesterday in a brief 
filed in the Court of Appeals by At- 
torneys E. H. Colladay and Charles C. 
Cooper on behalf of Ralph McKee, of 
the Metropolitan Hotel. McKee was 
successful in defeating attempts of the 
Commissioners to prosecute him in 
Police Court on a charge of refusing to 
comply with the hotel provision of the 
Ball rent act which required hotel 
owners to post their rates. 

The act became inoperative after the 
United States Supreme Court decided, 
in the famous Chastleton case, that the 
supposed emergency, upon which the 
act was grounded, no longer existed. 


The Commissioners took the view that 
only that part of the act pertaining 
to landloard and tenant contracts was 
deciared inoperative, but counsel for 
McKee contended that all of the act 
died and has remained dead. The hotel 
provision of the act is inseparable from 
the rent provisiots, according to coun- 
sel for McKee. Congress made several 
attempts *o pass a separate act requir- 
ing the posting of hotel rates, but all 
these attempts were futile, the Ap- 
pellate Court was told. Therefore, 
counsel declares, it may be assimed it 
was not the intention of Congress to 
save the hotel provision of the act. 

All of the act was based on a sup- 
posed emergency, counsel for McKee 
contended, and the highest court has 
decided that the emergency no longer 
exists. The hotel provision of the act 
never was valid, the Appellate Court 
was told, because no emergency for it 
ever existed either in theory or in fact. 
Judge Schuldt, in Police Court, dis- 
missed charges against McKee on June 
4 on the theory that all the Ball rent 
act was dead. 


Heat Wave Broken 
After Noon Shower 


Washingtun’s heat wave was broken 
yesterday noon by a heavy shower which 
cooled the air to an almost chilly state. 
The morning was fairly warm, not as 
hot as on previous days, but uncom- 


fortable. The rain began falling shortly 
after 1 o’clock. 

Today will be mild and generally fair. 
The break in the heat wave may last 
several days. 


CITY HEADS CHANGE 
FLAG REGULATIONS 


Hereafter, May Be Flown by 
Merchants if Holiday 
Follows Sunday. 


The District Commissioners yester- 
day took official action to prevent em- 
barrassment of merchants, such as oc- 
curred preceding the Fourth of July, 
when policemen ordered down flags on 
poles erected in the streets in cases 
where the flags had been placed on dis- 
play Saturday, July 2. 

A change was made in the police reg- 
ulation. The old regulation said that 
the flags should be flown only on days 
designated in writing by the Commis- 
sioners and between the hours of 8 


a. m. and sunset. The new regula- 
tion, adopted yesterday, reads as fol- 
lows: 

“Such flags shall only be displayed 
on the following national holidays, 
namely, Washington’s Birthday, Deco- 
ration Day, Fourth of July and Labor 
Day, and on such additional days as 
may be designated by the Commis- 
sioners. The major and superintendent 
of police hereby is authorized, when a 
Sunday precedes such holiday, to au- 
thorize the placing of such flags on the 
Saturday preceding the holiday, pro- 
vided that the flags may be displayed 
no sooner than noon on such Saturday 
and until the next secular day follow- 
ing the holiday. When such holiday 
occurs on Saturday, the flags may re- 
main in place until the next secular 
day.” The flagstaffs from which the 
flags are flown were installed by the 
American Legion and the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars. 


Coordinating Body 
Favors New Street 


A new street representing a minor 
modification of Twenty-sixth street, on 
the highway plan was recommended 
yesterday by the coordinating commit- 
tee, National Capital Park and Plan- 


ning Commission, for the area south 
of the National Training School and 
on Bladensburg road north of the rail- 
road tracks to get rid of a drainage 
pocket in this section. 

Elimination from the highway plan 
of Thirty-eighth street near the corner 
of Massachusetts and Cathedral ave- 
nues was recommended by the com- 
mittee because the street is not a 
through one and it would be necessary 
to condemn immediately to save it be- 
cause of building operations there. Its 
value to the city did not seem to war- 
rant the cost of its being held as a 
thoroughfare, the committee believed. 


FINDING OF BODIES 
IS LAID TO THUNDER 


Peals Are Thought to Have 
Brought Johnson Remains 
to Bay’s Surface. 


Chesapeake Bay yesterday gave up 
two of its victims when the bodies of 


John Roland Johnson, Washington 
contractor, and his son, Frederick Earl 
Johnson, came to the surface and were 
recovered by volunteer searchers who 
had sought the bodies since Sunday, 
when the two men were drowned. 

The body of the father was recovered 
yesterday morning, while the body of 
his son, in a vain effort to save whose 
life he sacrificed his own, was not re- 
covered until last evening. 

John Revell, of Deale, Md., one of 
the many volunteers who searched the 
waters off Owings Beach after the 
tragedy, found the body of the son 
afloat near the scene of the drowning. 

The body of the father had been 
found earlier in the day, also afloat, 
near the scene of the drowning. A 
local thundershower is believed by the 
residents of Owings Beach to have 
brought the bodies to the surface. The 
bodies are being brought to Washing- 
ton for funeral services and burial.

Henry Chapman Gilbert, 30 years 
old, of Washington, the first man to 
be enrolled in the National Army, died 
Monday at Fitzsimmons Army Hospital 
at Denver, Colo. 

The son of Henry W. and Lida Gil- 
bert, living at 1610 Park road north- 
west, he was graduated from the Mc- 
Kinley Technical High School in the 
summer of 1916 at the age of 20. Fired 
with the spirit of adventure, he en- 
listed in the Canadian Army, but his 
parents obtained his release because he 
was not of age. 

When the United States entered the 
war, he immediately filed his draft 
papers and was the first man in the 
country to be mustered into the Na- 
tional Army. He received an appoint- 
ment as second lieutenant in the Cav- 
alry and was sent to Fort Riley, Kans., 
for further training. He was later sta- 
tioned for several years with troops on 
the Mexican border. About three years 
ago he was retired from the Army for 
disability contracted in the line of 
duty, and until recently lived at Tuc- 
son, Ariz. He was transferred to 
the Fitzsimmons Army Hospital at 
Denver several months ago. Last Thurs- 
day word was received by his parents 
that he was dangerously ill and they 
hurried to Denver. He died Monday.
